Mr. Bensamin Beneouiat, trading as the Benguiat Corporation, on 
retiring from its lease at Four East Fifty-sixth Street, now offers the 
entire contents of the three floors of the premises at Unrestricted Pub- 
lic Sale by the American Art Association at their new Galleries, East 
57th Street and Madison Avenue, in order to lessen his responsibilities. 

Mr. Benjamin Benguiat sought, in making his collection of Amer- 
icana, to round it out with specimens of as varied a nature as possible, 
not confining himself to any type or epoch; and it is therefore very 
diverse and interesting. 

An extensive varicty of woods was especially used in the making 
of early American chairs, settles, benches and sofas, as is exemplified 
in those shown, for among them there is to be seen oak, walnut, beech, 
maple, hickory, pine, ash, chestnut and mahogany. ‘The variety of 
patterns is also of great interest, for there is a rare Carver Armchair 
of very excellent proportions and in rare condition; several sets of 
early Ladder-back Chairs, that illustrated being of an exceptionally 
interesting type; Children’s High-back Chairs and a quaint Walking 
Chair, Comb-backs and various styles of Windsor Chairs always so 
useful, and a Chestnut Wing Armchair quite unique in its way. New 
England is represented by a number of Farmhouse Benches and Settles ; 
one of the latter, with paneled back and winged arms, is conceded gen- 
erally to be one of the most important seen for many long days. Of 
a later period there are many fine examples of more mature American 
craftsmanship, including a set of chairs much in Chippendale’s manner, 
a very beautiful urn-shaped carved mahogany sofa and a set of 
chairs by that famous New York cabinetmaker Duncan Phyfe. 

Early Oak and Pine Chests are perhaps almost the keystone with 
which a collector of Americana starts out in his pursuit of the elusive 
furniture of olden days. ‘Two of the seventeenth century, and several 
others of slightly later period, are on view, together with an interesting 
Bible Box of very considerable interest. Important Walnut and Maple 
Bureaux, Highboys, Lowboys, Kneehole Desks, Slant-front Desks and 
Fourpost Beds add to the completeness of the exhibition and include a 


Block-front Walnut Bureau by Goddard of Newport and a very beau- 
tiful carved Mahogany Lowboy by Savery of Philadelphia. 

The American Tables in the collection range from seventeenth cen- 
tury oak side tables to two made by Duncan Phyfe, and include Farm- 
house Hutch and Settle Tables, one of which is the counterpart of the 
one on exhibition at Van Cortland Park Mansion. The eighteenth cen- 
tury is represented by useful inlaid mahogany Breakfast, Serving, 
Card, Drop-leaf, Tilting and Pembroke Tables. | 

There is a group of interesting mirrors, so dear to the hearts of 
our foremothers, for in the early Colonial days mirrors were expensive, 
small and hard to procure, and even till the last decades of the eigh- 
teenth century this state prevailed; about then glass began to be made 
in different parts of the country, Washington himself being known to 
have fostered the industry. Among the group are several of carved 
walnut, mahogany, and in gilding, a very early carved pine specimen, 
and a stately Washington Console Mirror in carved and gilded mahog- 
any, in most excellent preservation. 

Perhaps nothing in Americana is more avidly sought for than the 
Pine Corner Cupboards, for they undoubtedly give an intangible but 
sure distinction to any room; several are on exhibition, together with 
two fine mahogany Secretary Bookcases of slightly later date and two 
very charmingly simple Sideboards. 

Much interest and curiosity will, without doubt, develop on exam- 
ining the Early American forged-iron Farmhouse Utensils of days gone 
by: Iron Lanterns, Betty Lamps, Rushlight Holders, old-fashioned 
Wall Sconces and Adjustable Iron Candlestands. The rare old uten- 
sils include long-handled Peels or Slicers for oven work, Waffle Irons, 
Broiling or Toasting Forks, Skimmers, Trivets, Andirons, Warming 
Pans, Spiders, Ladles, Pots, Pot-hooks, Cranes, Smoke Jacks and 
several Swinging Wrought arms for candles. Many are very finely 
fashioned, and the quaintness in some and the real beauty in others 
puts to shame the ugliness of most of the tools used to-day. The long- 
handled Toasting Forks and adjustable iron Candlestands seem to 
have especially incited the mettle and ingenuity of the seventeenth cen- 
tury Colonial smiths. A rare maple adjustable Candlestand of the 
late seventeenth century is unique in form and was in its day a most 
acceptable acquisition to its original owner. ‘Two interesting carved 
and gilded chandeliers, with scrolled arms of the mid-eighteenth cen- 
tury, are of more elaborate design than generally obtained at the time 
of their fashioning, and are said to have been made for the ballroom 
of a noted Albany family. 

A number of Hook Rugs, so entirely a product of America, and 
a few textiles complete the assemblage of Americana. Among the rugs 


are early Mosaic, Tile, Welcome, Floral Farmhouse, rare Masonic and 
Animal Rugs; also a must unusual specimen, with braided medallions 
embroidered with animals, flowers, symbols and sailing ship. The tex- 
tiles are chiefly Chintz portiéres and covers, very fascinating for coun- 
try-house bedrooms; but a set of needlework chair seats with animals, 
landscapes and flowers done in petit-point has a distinctly decorative 
quality. 

The Georgian Silver and Sheffield Plate has a simple distinction, 
and several pieces, such as the Scotch Silver Urn by Aytoun, and the 
Pistol-handled Knives, are more than charming. The fact, also, that 
the names of the various makers have in most instances been estab- 
lished and recorded is very interesting. 

The Spanish Forged Iron, mainly Gothic and early seventeenth 
century, is of great decorative value and its merit cannot better be 
realized than by reviewing the very typical items illustrated. There 
is, for instance, a massive Sacristy Candelabrum with large annular 
ring having fourteen fleurs-de-lis prickets for candles, and another with 
open triangular head and with fifteen similar prickets, both having a 
distinctive Gothic flavor. The set of four torchiéres with crenelated 
basket crowns is probably unique, and what could be more dignified 
before a large stone mantelpiece than the handsome Fireguard? 

Although the ancient Textiles originate in almost every clime, 
from England to Italy, and on through the Orient to India, a definite 
unity of purpose demonstrated their selection; for Mr. Benjamin Ben- 
guiat sought out only those that would complement and furnish quiet 
harmony to the American and English Furniture that he had gathered 
in his travels. There are Jacobean embroidered linens with quaint 
Oriental motives and restful coloring supplemented by more dramatic 
Italian Velvets, Damasks and Brocades, choice Rhodian and Bokhara 
Hangings and Printed Indian Palampores. For the collector, among 
others there is an early English Gothic Needle-painted Chasuble; also 
a lovely Sapphire Velvet Hood that quietly proclaims itself a true 
work of art. 

Sixty needle-paintings, worked on gros, petit and rare Point St. 
Cyr and presented in one group, give admirable opportunities to the 
most fastidious for comparison and selection; for, while the quaintness 
and the quiet colorings of the Tudor and Henri II examples will 
captivate many, the grace and charm of fuller color in the later pieces 
have a strong and different appeal entirely. It is always interesting 
to compare two versions of the same subject executed in different 
periods, as is seen in “The Queen of Sheba Visiting King Solomon”— 
one wrought in the Henri II period, the other nearly a century later. 
An amusing panel, embroidered with chinoiserie, shows a group of per- 


sonages playing an old-fashioned game of shuffle-board ; while another 
depicts the “Meeting of Venus and Adonis.” Of Biblical subjects, 
“The Annunciation” is reverently quaint, and the Tudor Series depict- 
ing “Episodes in the Life of Our Lord” is most interesting and char- 
acteristic of the period. 

The English Furniture in Oak and Walnut of the Tudor, Ja- 
cobean, William and Mary and Queen Anne Periods comprises Gateleg, 
Center, Side, Refectory and Draw-extension Tables; Carved State and 
Corner Chairs, Benches, and the ever-present Joint Stool; Several 
Linen-fold Tudor Gothic Room Doors, Chests, and a Jacobean paneled 
Room, will doubtless appeal to architects; Bureaux, Chest-on-Chests, 
Slant-front Writing-desks ; Hutch Closets, Court Cupboards, Hanging 
and Paneled Cabinets and a number of quaint Welsh Dressers; Mantel 
and other Mirrors. Among these there is a very enticing and dis- 
tinguished Oyster-grained Walnut Chest on cabriole legs; very inter- 
esting Double Chest in oak and other examples which are illustrated. 
The important Polychromed Carved Oak Refectory Table, enriched in 
the manner of one in Henry VIII’s famous Palace of Nonesuch, could 
not be illustrated successfully because of its great length, namely, 
fifteen feet. 

Among the sixty pieces of English and French Needlework Fur- 
niture are many charming examples of this very enduring and attrac- 
tive art; executed in gros, petit point and rare Point St. Cyr with 
Chinoiseries of figures, fantastic scrollings of flowers and weird ani- 
mals in rich colorings. Seven or eight have been illustrated, and it 
seers invidious to mention any particular item when each piece has 
some compelling interest. 

The English Furniture of the eighteenth century will certainly 
attract much attention, for it is all of the reasonable size needed in 
the apartment of to-day, and in most country houses; and there is 
variety enough to meet many requirements. Of Windsor Chairs there 
are sets of Wheel-backs and single chairs, Chippendale Wing Chairs 
and sets of Sheraton Dining Chairs; Sofa tables, so desirable; Card, 
Pembroke and the inevitable Tilting Breakfast Table, also numerous 
Writing Tables, Desks and Bureaux; exceptionally fine Chippendale 
Secretary Bookcases, not too large, and a Sofa covered with its orig- 
inal English floral damask; a number of carved Chippendale Mirrors 
and several Clocks. 

The French and Flemish Gothic and Renaissance Tapestries are 
notable for their very livable quality and gentle color rather than for 
elaborateness. They include a small Gothic Arras panel of St. Hu- 
bert, woven for the Esneval family; several Verdure and Animal 
tapestries of interest, a Vieux-Paris Gothic Border with inscription in 


ivory on a very charming blue ground, a charming Royal Aubusson, 
“The Rustic Lovers” after Boucher, and a finely toned Beauvais Tap- 
estry after Jean Berain. 

Mr. Benjamin Benguiat has been internationally known as a col- 
lector of beautiful ancient rugs and carpets for many years, and those 
now to be sold do not belie his connoisseurship. A number of the 
Ghiordes, Koulahs and Ladiks of the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies are illustrated to show their finely drawn pattern. They are 
variously woven with rare lapis and sapphire blues, ruby reds, jade 
green and lovely apricot grounds. A delightful Kouba with leaf- 
trellised blue ground is also shown, as are two remarkable Chinese car- 
pets of the Ming Period; one of these, with cranes flying amid cloud 
scrolls on a sapphire-blue ground, is certainly a most beautiful and 
satisfying specimen of weaving. The Fereghans are an exceptionally 
fine lot and deserve much attention. Among them is a very early exam- 
ple, circa 1625, with wine-red grounds, that has a very strong affinity 
to the Ispahans of the period. Among other weaves exemplified are 
several interesting Khorassans, a dated Royal Hamadan, and Sennas.

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CONDITIONS OF SALE 


I. Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the 
article offered or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be rejected by the 
auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

i. The buyer: ‘The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

Ill. Identification and part payment by buyer: The name of the buyer of each lot 
shall be given immediately on the sale thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall 
sign a card giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and 
address. 

Payment at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the 
purchase prices as may be required. b 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so purchased 
may at the option of the auctioneer be put up again and re-sold. 

IV. Risk after purchase: Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s hammer, 
and thereafter neither the consignor nor the Association is responsible for the loss or 
any damage to any article occasioned by theft, fire, breakage or any other cause. 

V. Delivery of purchases: Delivery of any purchases will be made only upon pay- 
ment of the total amount due for all purchases at the sale. 

Deliveries will be made at the place of sale or at the storage warehouse to which 
purchases may have been removed. 

Deliveries at the American Art Galleries will be made only between the hours of 
9 A. M. and 1 P. M. on sales’ days and on other days—except holidays, when no deliveries 
will be made—between the hours of 9 A. M. and 5 P. M. 

Deliveries at places of sale other than the American Art Galleries will be made 
only during the forenoon following the day of sale unless by special notice or arrange- 
ment to the contrary. 

Deliveries at the storage warehouse to which goods may have been sent will be made 
on any day other than holidays between the hours of 9 and 5. 

Deliveries of any purchases of small articles likely to be lost or mislaid may be 
made at the discretion of the auctioneer during the session of the sale at which they 
were sold. 

VI. Storage in default of prompt payment and calling for goods: Articles not paid 
for in fuli and either not called for by the purchaser or delivered upon his or her order 
by noon of the day following that of the sale will be turned over by the Association to 
some carter to be carried to and stored in some warehouse until the time of the delivery 
therefrom to the purchaser, and the cost of such cartage and storage will be charged 
against the purchaser and the risk of loss or damage occasioned by such removal or 
storage will be upon the purchaser. , 

NOTE: The Limited space of the Delivery Rooms of the Association 
makes the above requirements necessary, and it is not alone for the 
benefit of the Association, but also for that of its patrons, whose goods 
Or ares would have to be so crowded as to be subject to damage 
and loss. 

VII. Shipping: Shipping, boxing or wrapping of purchases is a business in which 
the Association is in no wise engaged, and will not be performed by the Association 
for purchasers. The Association will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, however, 
without any assumption of responsibility on its part for the acts and charges of the 
parties engaged for such service. 

VIII. Guaranty: The Association exercises great care to catalogue every lot cor- 
rectly and endeavors therein and also at the actual time of sale to point out any error, 
defect or imperfection, but guaranty is not made either by the owner or the Association 
of the correctness of the description, genuineness, authenticity or condition of any lot 
and no sale will be set aside on account of any incorrectness, error of cataloguing or 
imperfection not noted or pointed out. Every lot is sold ‘as is’ and without recourse. 

Every lot is on public exhibition one or more days prior to its sale, and the 
Association will give consideration to the opinion of any trustworthy expert to the 
effect that any lot has been incorrectly catalogued and in its judgment may thereafter 
sell the lot as catalogued or make mention of the opinion of such expert, who thereby 
will become responsible for such damage as might result were his opinion without 
foundation. : 

IX. Buying on order: Buying or bidding by the Association for responsible 
parties on orders transmitted to it by mail, telegraph or telephone will be faithfully 
attended to without charge or commission. Any purchases so made will be subject to 
the foregoing conditions of sale except that, in the event of a purchase of a lot of one 
or more books by or for a purchaser who has not through himself or his agent been 
present at the exhibition or sale, the Association will permit such lot to be returned within 
ten days from the date of sale and the purchase money will be refunded if the lot 
in any manner differs from its catalogue description. 4 

Orders for execution by the Association should be written and given with such 
plainness as to leave no room for misunderstanding. Not only should the lot number 
be given, but also the title, and bids should be stated to be so much for the lot, and 
when the lot consists of one or more volumes of books or objects of art, the bid per 
volume or piece should also be stated. If the one transmitting the order is unknown to the 
Association, a deposit should be sent or references submitted. Shipping directions should 
also be given. 

Priced Catalogues: Priced copies of the catalogue or any session thereof, will be 
furnished by the Association at charges commensurate with the duties involved in copying 
the necessary information from the records of the Association.
